The morall thus expteſſed: When Hercules (in 
the deliuery of Troy from that deuouring mon- 
ſter, a Whale; and in the reſcuing of Laemedons 
faire daughter Heſyene, ſhould by couenant haue 
recciued two milk-white ſteeds: the king retiring 
to his (miſcrable Troy) commanded the gates of 
the Citic to be ſhut againſt him; infringing his 
faith and promiſe; which ſo incenſed the ire and 
indignation of Hercules againſt him, as within 
few yeares his Citie was ſacked and demoliſhed, 
his Subiects captiued, his daughter to Telamon eſ- 
pouſed ; and himſelſe (to extinguiſhthe tcmain- 
der of ingratitude, fully to appeaſe the enraged 
ſuricof Hercules, was ſlaughtered. Whoſe mo- 
nument was reſcrued ( as a perpetuall remem- 
brance of perfidious dealing to his poſterity, with 
the inſcription aboue mentioned, 
ts ee  Tombes 4 haue beene aunciently

but to further our Countrie, and propagate her 
glory by ſeriqus and vigilant managements, both 
at home and abroad, This man is {aid to liue, that 
bath left ſome monument or teſtimonie behinde 
him that he liucd,

Of all the ſeuen i Sages of Greece, not ,,,., 
one there is, but charaQred to the ful by t. 4 vit. 
their eſpeciall appropriates: and though philoſs. 
diuers (in contempt of vaine glory or 
oſtentation) haue preciſely commanded "pe their 
death-beds,thatno ſtatue, ſhrine, nor inſcription 
ſhould be erected or engrauen in their memories: 
yer ſo gratcfull was poſtetitie to ſo noble pre- 
deceſſots, as they would in no wiſe ſuffer ſo Va- 
liant exploits either publique or ptiuate, to bee 
buried in ſilence and obliuion. Yea euer in thoſe 
times where fines impery tueri mags , quam pro- 
ferre, mos erat : as in thoſe Golden times, and 
empires of Yerores King of Aegypt, and Tana 
King of Scythia which Hiſtorians take to be the 
firſt Monarchs and ſole Gouernours in the world;

Wereade euen in thoſe (who for their magna- 
nimitie and reſolution) were termed ot Heroes, 
men of heroicke diſpoſitiõ to haue had in former 
times inſc iptions vpon their Graues and Mo- 
numents, to cxpreſſe what they were liuing, that 
deſerued ſo exceeding commendation dying. 
Such were Alciges, Iheſem, Heller, Perithows, 
and the renowne of Greece (the auncient P. 
troclas,) vpon whoſe graue whilſt Achilles lea- 
ned, he imagined true valour to be charactted on 
his Graue, and a ſuffi. ient occaſion of excitin 
and inſtigating the vnworthieſt and vnreſoluedf 
— to take in hand managements of greateſt 
ifficulty. 
Wereade of Turms Queene of Saca, that ſhe 
was no leſſe memorable for her ſepulchet, (ſur- 
paſſing both in bountie & ſpecious etlifice, then 
the Pyramides of A gipt Labyrinth in Cxete, cõ 
triued and inuented by Dedalss , or that ſumptu- 
ous Monument erected by Artemiſia in honour 
ofher husband Mauſolxs, 
If we ſhould deſcend to the Perfian Princes

pomp of death more excite men to die willingly 
then their expeQance aſter death. For this all . 
Remise Emperours would haue their Tombcs 
etected in their life time, with all externall oſten- 
tation, andpopularitic ; to intimate a kind of 
Empire even in death: which may appeare by 
that ( which Sactonius ſpcakes in the fe of

Cate in dede ( who tooke it ie derhuns ta

Of this minde was Phociap the Athenian (boch

What auailes it to haue 
Monuments, Stones, Shrines or Statues to memo- 
riſeVs ? what skils it to haue labels hung vpon 
our Sepu chers (as thoſe filuer ſwords of Greece 
ouer the Sepulcher of Philip; thoſe golden Ar- 
chers of Perfia ouer the memorab'e tombe of Ar- 
raxerxes ? as the ſame Poet ſaith, V detur em 
ſo edu tibi It is true: yet fo reſpeRiue ſhould 
man be of the demerited & praiſe-worthy acts of 
his Anceſtors (o ceremoniouſly careful that their 
monuments be not in obliuion ſmothered) as no 
mme ſhould be omitted (wherein we may as the

arches (then ſtaĩes of mortality) he ſhould euer 
feare leſt ſo proud a building ſhou id fall, being 

ſupported by ſo vnſtable and vnable props. 
But for Antiquitie ( as ſhee is ſaid to be the 
warrant of things dene, the confirmer of things 
preſent, and pteſident of things to come; ſo oli- 
times vices haue beene bolſtered by her, impieties 
authorized by her, and a ditection to greater laid 
open by her. I will deſcend therefore briefely to 
particularize ſuch m—_— (vſed by the Anci- 
ents) which remained for caucats or obſcruations 
in ſucceeding times.

Mans darling, the Worlds mirror,and the flower 
of all Romane Emperors either before or ſince; 
being directed and enlightned no further then 
with the beameling of nature, For to recapitulate 
the natures of all thoſe Princes, twixt Af 
the firſt of the twelue (fauc one) to Tiras, the laft 
of the twelue, ſaue one, we ſhall ſce their diſpo- 
firions vatiable, inconſtant, diſſolute, and gene- 
rally vicious.

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their many morall vertues wherewith they wert 
endued and inueſted. Vita mortuorum eff in mm.

and reuiues the memory of the dead, and makes 


the ſithe of Fate hath pruned him. 

For this all the Romane Emperors haue labou- 
red, defiring to become memorable after death: 
Curtizs throwing kimſelfc into the lake; Frices 
purchaſing his liberty by voluntary death; Hera- 
tixe Cecles throw ing himſelſe violently into Tyber 
to preſerue his Countries libertie; 2 
Genitis Cippus ſubie cting him- " ER 
ſelſe to death to propagate his — 1 
Countries glory; F. Dectu Who pr acacilih. 
ruſhed into the fore-front of the 
enemies (encountring a whole Armie) to make 
his owne memory more famous and illyftrious x 
The like of Scipio Affricane, who to extinguiſh 
that menacing fire of Hunnibal, deuoted himſelſe 
to death for the ſaſegard of his Country. Theſe 
and many more, who illuſtrated their Names b 
atchieuements done liuing , expected (without 
queſtion) no little celebration of their name and 
memory dying: and though their opinion rea- 
ched not to the ſoules immortality ; yer they 
could extend their imaginations thus fatte, as 4 
famous and memorable death ſurpaſſed an infa- 
mous 2nd ignominjous life: wiſhing rather to die 
in fame, then liue in eternall obſcurity, Which 
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mer) to perpetrare ſome hainous and enormious 
crime, whereby they might purchaſe fame euen 
by infamie : Such was Hereſfratu who burned 
the Temple of Diens at Epheſm, to purchaſe him- 
ſelſe a name. Such was Tera who hewed

Vpon all which (if we might inſiſt ypon this 
argument) m—_ very anſwerable to their in- 
famous and deſpicable lives might be produced, 
But we muſt proceed, becauſe this ſummariediſ- 
courſe, (which I haue keere placed and prefixed 
(as a preamble or fore-runncr) to our Epitaphs 
following) is but intended onely to demonſtrate 
the vic and effect of Epitaphs, with their firſt in» 
ſtitution, & their diſtin kinds ariſiug from their 
primarie vſes. 

It is true that there is no neceſſitie in Sepul- 
chers, or ſpecious monuments; for ca/s teguar, 
qui non habet yrnam : which moved Diogenes the 
Cynick to bid his friends caſt his body vnto the 
dogges when he was dead: and being aniwered 
by them, that the dogges would teare and tent it: 
Set a ftaffe by me (quoth he) and will brate them 
from it. Let in this ſeeming cont of buriall, 
we ſhall teade in moſt of the lives of the Pagans, 
that they were teſpectiue where they ſhould be 
interred, ereQting (as in part bath beene mentio · 
ned)very goodly and glorious Sepulchers in their 
life times to cterniſe their memory after death 
with whom (it fared many times) as it fared once 
with * Shebue, who made him- 46 
ſelfe a Sepulcher in one Coun- _— nn 
trie, but was buried in ano- — ren ſeed 
ther. :

. Ve haue by tranſcription, engra- 
uen vpon the monuments of the deceaſed : as in 
the Northerne parts eſpecially, where in the very 
ruines of time, we may fee ſome monumearall in- 
ſcription inſerted, to reuiue the memory of the 
dead. AS in the warres of the Saxons, Picts, 
and Danes t no coaſt being more frequent then 
the Norili, to expteſſe the memorable acts done 
in former time, as alſo to ſet out the very places 
and circumſtances of things atchieued, with the 
manuſcripts traduced from former occurrents e- 
uon to theſe pteſent times: yy curious and ſe- 
rious Amiquaries hauing viewed and particularly 
ſer downe the eſpecialleſt records heeteof with 
divers memorable inſcriptions happily occurrin 
to their ſurueigh, I will ouerpaſſe the ſame, [ef 
I ſhould ſeeme to trifle out my time with an im- 
pertinent diſcourſe. 

It · is true that a Souldiers reſolution eue fixed 
on braue attempts, and the inlarging of his Coun- 
tries gloi y, ſhould rather aime at fame aſter death, 
then to ere for himſelſe a curious monument in 
his death: which moued Ceſar in the plaine of

The fricnds of Cleombrotus (ſurnamed Ambre« 
tiat) ſeeing his much lamented end, defired much 
to expreſſe their Jouc vnto their dead friend ; yet 
withall to conceale the infamie and reproach of 
his death: yet Callmachw plaied the Epigram- 
matiſt vpon his graue, whileſt his deare friends 
deplored his vntimely end. The Epigram (inſca- 
bed after the forme of an Ert being fixed on 
his Tombe, whence all Epiraphs haue their deuo- 
mination, was this,

Fpitapbs ot this kinde ſeeme little affeRiue, 
yet include ſo exquiſite a ſtraine, as they may 
rightly be termed diuine : ſurpaſhng moralitto 
in deſcription of our- mortality ; they delineate 
the ſtate of men, extenuate his pompe, and ſhew 
to what end man was created , not to be onely; 
but to liue: there being an eſſentiall difference 
(twixt being and liuing) as I have before ſpeciſi- 
ed. We haue ſome of theſe which ſet out vanity 
in her naturall colours: and imply diuinely, what 
they propound morally, 

Diuers we reade of, that ſearefull (it ſeemes) 
to commend the writing of their Epitaphs to po- 
ſteritie, would euer be prouided of one in their. * 
owne time: which (to expreſſe their worth bet- 
ter) did not ſhew or character their worth, but 
in a modeſt filence deſcribe their owne frailtie, 
ſhutting vp their fame and memory, with a fare- 
well to Earth and Vanitie. Theſe be ſoueraigne 
cordials to cheere the drouping and deiected 2 
rit : ſuch as live iniuried by time, opprefled by

fey of Carer , Minus an Enterlude of Feares , and 
a Deceining hope of Teares , Thus were the 
jcker conceited of this life, diſcourſing more 
iuinely then our imagination can extend, con- 
ivg the palpable darkeneſſe of that Time 
ein they lived. Yea if we ſhould but ſuruey 
he generall Opinions of all the Pagan Philoſo- 
phers, Poets, and Orators, we might finde man 
Chriſtian-like perſwaſions for our Liues indif. 
ferencic, fingular obſeruations to caution vs of 
our Mortalitie, with impregnable Arguments of 
this lifes infclicitic. Yea,that I may vſe the words 
of Cicero, giuing his opinion of the Tragedies of 
Euripides, As many Verſes, ſo many Jenes be 
there, mouing a Morall by way of Chriſtian In- 
Aructiov. Where for indifferencie ( becauſe no- 
can be taught without examples being ocu- 
ar and perſonall, and therefore more petſwaſiue 
then Precepts) we ſhall ſee a Theoderas , Leena, 
Hiere, Phecion, V ticam, Meruls, Scapula , Pe- 
frems and Carla, like gencrous and true bred 
Romans expreſſe their contempt of life by their 
free and forward acceptance of Death. Nor were 
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women of a leſſe reſolute temper , though more 
ſoft and delicate by nature; for we ſhall find the 
likewiſe wel read in Platees P hade, of the Imme 
tality of the Soule; where Alcefta chearefully et 
braceth death for the loue of her Aae, 
damia for her Proteſilaus , Paulina for her 
Arria for her Cecina, Halcyone tor her Ceix, 
lia for her Ceſar, Ewadns for her Cloris, Portia 
her Cato,Panthia for her Suſyws, Artemyſia forhe 
Mas ſolxg : eſteeming it a noble death, where th 
act of death purchaſeth memorie after death. 
condly, for Mortalitie, we ſhall reade how thee 
minenteſt Princes had the Portraitures of 
Progenitors and Aunceſtors liuely expreſſed 
moouing Reſemblaaces of their owne frailtie 
which — cauſed to be curiouſly en | 
ſmall portable Tables, to repreſent the intimacis 
of their loue, and breuitie of their life; As for en- 
ample, that of Afrtbridates reſerued by Pbarna- 
ces his ſonne, as a Mirrour of humane mutabi 
bearing this tenour : Mubridates that vilkeriews 
Prince, who had diſcomfited in diners ſet ls 
Ln. Caſſiur, Oppins Quintus, and Manins Ae 
lins, at laſt owercome by Sylla, Lucullns, andvit 
by Pompey, for all his infinite treaſure in Talaurig 
thoſe many confederate Princes admired big valonr, 
and the amyle Boundiers of his King dome ſo largely 
extended; for ad this, his body (the poore remainder 
of ſo great glorie) was buried at the charge of the Ra 
mans, being ſent by Pay 5 in gallus 16 Tenge.

N ale appeated the loue of all thoſe glori-

| neyther e of preterment could allure, nor 
——— deterte; remaining (to vie 
the words of Cyprian) as an impregnable rocke 
middeſt all violent aſſaults; aff; led indeede but 
not ſurprixed, threatned but not diſmayed, be- 
fieped but notdiſcomfited, appearing like ſtarres 
| in the darke night, like e Baies in the midſt 
| of hoarie winter, and like lively freſh fountaines 
in the ſandie Deſert. I could amplifie this Diſ- 
{ courſe by inſtancing the exerciſe of that Monaſti-

the excellency of any outward faculty ſhall bring

To be 
ſhort, if hee were of approued conuerſation, his 
happic paſſage may occaſion in thee joy rather 
then griefe, being exempted from this vale of 
teares, this Sarpleſage of forrow, and tranſlated 
to the Port of reſt, the Harbour of tranquility, 
bringing his ſheaues with him. If he were euill, why 
| thou call him Friend ? for no true friendſhip 
faith the Echnicke) can be awong/t naughty men.

A reſtraint wee reade of amongſt the Romans 
in their Funerall Solemuities, tor moderate 
CMonrning : ſo many dayes being limited, after 
the end whereof, the Plecke habits were left; ex- 
preſſing all other friendly offices in the etection 
of their Statue curiouſly engrauen in Marble. J. 
wory, artificially carued with many Thracian, Ly- 
dian,Tonian, and Paphian workes,diuerſly beauti- 
fied with Inſcriptions and Impreſſes to preſerue 
their memory:which ſeemed a fruitleſſe vanity to 
many of the grauer Conſals , who repoſed more 
truſt in the vertues of the mind (hoping thereby 
to become more memorable) then in the exteris _ 
our beauty of Tombes, which were oft times the 
native Emblemes of them they coueted, being 
(thoſe Rotten Sepulchers I meane) Exteriua nitida, 
interixs fatida, Handſome without. bur 
within; whereas thoſe eminent vertues made their

Peſſeſſors truly memorable, having As and vali- 
ant Exp/eits inftcade of Statues to recommend 
them in ſucceeding times; hence it was that the 
Poet in tbe perſon of Cato ſaid; 
Marmor virtus erit cet vinitur ebore Cato, 

For true Honour as it is eſſentiall to man that 
merits it, ſo muſt it haue an internall monument 
to preſecrue it: for theſe corrupt ile things are ſub- 

ie to decay, which Honour (if deſeruedly pur- 
chaſed) cannot admit ( though many haue meri- 
tei it who living could ncuer enioy it;) which if 
time would ſuffer, might be inſtanced in the te- 
nowned Aſdrabal, and many other, who to pre- 
nent the malice andfury of the people, fled to his 
Fathers Sepwicher , and b illed himſelfe with Poy- 
| ſen: whence(fſo violent is paſſion if once excited) 
they dragged out his carkaſle, and cutting off his 
head, put ic pon a ſpeares point and bare it about 
the City. Plenty ef like examples will Hiſtories 
2 Fyſ the Gtræcian, Ohjges the Lacede + 
monian, Bracaras the Theban, Scipio the Roman, 
with many others: but I haſt to an end, putpoſing 
to weaue vp the body of this Diſcourſe with a 
preſcribed forme of forrow,yet not ſo (as if toi - 
cally- affected) through the obdutacy of my na- 
ture / could not weepe with thoſe thet weepe, ot ſo 
experienſt in Mortalitie as to ſeeme incapable of 
bumane Paſſions, nor ſuch a diſciplmaric Herachy- 
ti as toteach men how to make a forrowful face: 
but by a Chriſtian inſtruction, (the bogular mo- 
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tiue to the zealonſly aſſocted) to perſwade ſuch s- 
moderate Mewrners 2 exceede in paſſion to more 
Temperance; telling them withall how farre they 
decline from that godly ſorrow — — | 
in the faithfull Saints and Seruants of , who |

Lord, but referred themſelues to his diſpofin poſing: | 
who vſed now and then to trie them by | 
ties, loſſe of friends and other affli tions, thag by | 
theſe exteriour trialls (which Seneca termeth Ex 
erciſes ) they might like pare gold be pu edand | 
refined , to ſhine afterwards ike poiſed corners 
in Gods Temple, like Olme-bra s round 4. 
bout hu Table, 
We may reade (Rinde Chriftian brother) that 
Chriſt approued ot /Feeping , for he preferige | 
wept ouer /eruſalem , and Peter his | forme u. 
beloued wept bitterly ; and Samwel ping, | 
the Prophet vet for King Saul; yea 
there is a Bleſſing pronounced to | 
thoſe that weep, — — are exprefly * 
inioyned to weepe . Briefly, we may Rom. t. 15. 
reade of many holy men that wet, 
but this their weeping was for their fins; it was 4 
religious ſorrow : for Peter wept for denying big 
Maifter , regaining that place by weeping that he 
had loſt by denying : Chriſt wept in the confiders- 
tion of ſerwſalems Fall and her miſerable blindnes- 
not to ſce her fall: Likewiſe ouer his dead friend 
Lazar, ſhowing friendly compaſſion before his 
K * 
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miraculous reſtauration , raiſing bim from death 
to life; and Samuel wept for Saxles wickednes. but 
we ate now to argue of weeping , touching thoſe 
that be aſleepe, of moderate weeping , — of the 
inconueniences which procced from mmodorati 
Sorrow and Dolour. - 
Moderate weeping is moſt highly commended, 
for it expreſſeth a naturall Affection we had to the 
Departed, ich a Chriftian-lize Moderation of our 
Griefe , whereby our Faith to God-ward is de- 
monſtrated : the reaſon is maniteſt ; Since the De- 
parted reſt from their labowrs , and their worke: fol- 
low them; corum imo opera preceſſerunt cos, They 
haue gone before them , Why ſhould wee then 
weepe ſince they arc receiued into the Throne of 
Bliſe, and are made partakers of «£rernitie? and 
thereſore Saint (Hprian faith, Premſi ſunt, non 4- 
© wifi, Thoſe that depart io the Faith of Chriſt, 
They are ſent before vs, not leſt from vs : They ſhall 
receine Immortalitie and be heires of Chriſts King- 
dme. Againe,they who attain to the g/ory of Gods
